Before I could ask the president about this matter, he started telling m,

It happened that I for my part tried to convince the Russians at the airport that

That meant that we could not draw up the necessary enclosures to protect and guard 
our airplane, so we could bring it back from the Sudan, and put it at our forces’ 
disposal to use as they wanted in accordance with the requirements of the confron- 
tation with Israel. 


We had to seek a solution. 
A senior Egyptian officer who was with us saved us by saying, 


"They are ignorant. They don't know anything, and they don't know that they can 
be transferred. Let's go so you can see the plane and its outline can at least 
take form in your minds when you prepare the necessary blueprints for the en- 
closures." 


He said, "I will provide you with the dimensions. A very exact drawing of this 
airplane and its dimensions exists in specialized military science magazines, 
and I have these magazines at home. What they consider a great secret is pub- 
lished not just in secret reports but alsoin military magazines. If there were 
educated they would at least read what is written about then." 


Then I asked him, "Why didn't you tell us at the beginning? You would have set 
us at rest, not over what we suffered from their refusal but because of the psy- 
chological suffering which afflicted us." 


He said, “We wanted you to see everything as it is, but —" The officer did not 
camplete the sentence, but what was in his mind was obvious and needed no explana- 
tion. ; 


Indeed, the engineer officer did go home and brought the magazine, and in it we 
found a detailed picture of the airplane and its exact measurements.

An uncomfortable Antonov airplane took us off and reached Aswan airport 2 hours 
later. 


Then there occurred the second, astonishing surprise. 


They allowed the plane to land, but the Russian authorities in the airport re- 


fused to let any of the passengers get off the plane, including the Egyptian minis- 
ter of war. 


Many efforts were made, but the instructions were clear am explicit: the Egypt- 
ians, headed by the minister of war, were pronibited from getting out at Aswan 
airport. 


The plane had no choice but to take off from the airport in execution of the 
Russian directives and they did not let the war minister get out. The airplane 
headed for Daraw airport, since that was the airport where we were permitted 
to disembark, as they told us. 


The war minister did not make any comment. He in turn, like us, was thunderstruck, 


Could one imagine any explanation for the Russians' refusal to let the war minister 
get out at an Egyptian airport, except that the Russian presence in Egypt had as- 
sumed the form of colonialism, which takes military bases for itself, and that 
they were not, as they had told us, advisors and experts? 


There are many such stories. I just wanted to relate the blatant ones, so 
that my young children could realize the value of Anwar al-Sadat's decree ex-

MINISTER'S RESIGNATION TIED TO SCANDAL~-Cairo--Judiciary quarters have attributed 
the reasons for the resignation of Counsellor Anwar Abu Sihli, the minister of 
justice, to the results of the recent elections at the Egyptian Judiciary Club in 
which all the judges supported by the minister failed while most of those who dis- 
agreed with him and criticized the government won. Counsellor Abu Sihli submitted 
his resignation the day before yesterday and Samir Sami was appointed in his 
place. The Egyptian Judiciary Club elections last week went against what the list 
of candidates of the National Democratic Party [NDP] expected in that Rif'at 
Khaffajah, the NDP candidate and former club president, obtained 910 votes 

against 1,386 votes for Muhammad Wajdi ‘Abd al-Samad, the opposition candidate 

for the club presidency. The results of election of members [presumably for the 
club board] were: six from the Socialist Labor Party, five from the NDP party 

and four independents. The opposition Socialist Labor Party paper AL-SHA'B had 
earlier attacked Counsellor Abu Sihli as one of those close to engineer ‘Uthman 
Ahmad 'Uthman, the former deputy prime minister for popular development, who 
resigned a few days ago.

JAPANESE HOSPITAL CONTRACTS--Three Japanese companies have won two separate con- 
tracts worth $567 million to build 12 hospitals in various parte of Iraq. 

Marubeni Corp, Taisei Corp and Pujita Corp have been awarded a joint contract 
worth $372 million, the biggest ever won by Japan in Iraq. Marubeni Corp, which 
is the main contractor, said in an announcement last week that the 400-bed 
hospitals, ordered by the Housing and Construction Ministry of Baghdad, would be 
built at Kihol, Mosul, Kirkuk, Ramade, Diwaniah, Kut and Seamawa. The completion 
date has been set for October 1983. Another joint contract, worth $195 million, 
was awarded a few days earlier to Marubeni and Taisei Construction Co for five 
hospitals of the same size. These are to be built in Baghdad, Nasiriya, Erbil, 
Takrit, and Najaf, and are due to be complete by early 1982. The latest contracts 
suggest that the high-level Japanese business delegation which visited Iraq 
earlier thie year succeeded in mollifying Baghdad, which was more than a little 
annoyed at the time about the interruption of work on major projects because of 
the outbreak of the Gulf war (AN-NAHAR ARAB REPORT 6 MEMO, January 12). Last year, 
Japan was Iraq's leading supplier, with exports to Baghdad worth $3.5 billion in 
the first three quarters alone. In 1979, Iraq paid out §2.4 billion in contracts 
signed with Japanese equipment manufacturers. Neverth:less, and despite Japan's 
increasing dependency on Iraq for its oil supplies, France remains Iraq's largest 
partner in bilateral trade. This reached $6.64 billion in 1980, 83 per cent cf 
it in Iraq's favour.

FATAH TERRORIST SQUADS UNCOVERED IN GAZA STRIP 
Activities Described

[Text] The security forces have uncovered three Fatah terrorist squads in the 
Gaza Strip. The murder of an Israeli driver and dozens of mrders and attempted 
mirders of Gaza Strip residents are attributed to these squads, among other 
things. The IDF spokesman reported that this morning the security forces tore 
down five houses in Jabalyah where five of the terrorists lived. Our military 
correspondent reports that the squads were enlisted by and operated under the 
command of Rafiq Silmi who was «illed in an encounter with IDF forces at the 
end of last week. The squads continued to operate also after his death. Their 
members murdered taxi driver Yehezqel Mizrahi at the beginning of 1981 and 
injured another Israeli driver with shots a few weeks earlier. They murdered 
13 Gaza Strip inhabitants and wounded 22 others. They perpetrated this on the 
basis of the claim that some of them collaborated with the military authorities. 
Other victims were passersby. In the wake of the arrest of the squads « »mbers 
large quantities of arms and sabotage materials--including dozens of hand 
grenades, brick-shaped explosives, detonators, pistols, submachine guns and 
even a mortar--were discovered. 


Israel ‘Complains’ to Egypt

[Text] Israel has complained to Egypt that the Fatah organization has set up a 
terrorist network within Egypt which operates squads in the Gaza Strip. This has 
been learned by our Arab affairs correspondent, Ehud Ya'ari. Israel's complaint 
came during the investigation of the three Fatah squads which operated in the 
Gaza Strip and have been recently uncovered.

[Begin Ya'ari videotape) During the investigation of the activity of the 
terrorist squads which have been liquidacied now, Israel has complained to the 
Egyptians that the Fatah set up a network within Egypt which operates terrorist 
squads in the Gaza Strip and injects terrorists through the border in the 
al-'Arish area. It is suspected in Israel that the Egyptians close an eye to 
this or at least do not take enough measures against this new organizing of the 
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Fatah. Lt transpires that the Fatah and perhaps aleo other terrorist organiza- 
tions have operated from Egypt since last autum to renew terrorism in the Gaza 
Strip. Fatah has transferred commanders~--most of whom were born in the Gaza 
Strip--from Lebanon to Egypt, and they, in cooperation with the PLO offices in 
Cairo established and organized the terrorist squade in the Gaza Strip. In 

Egypt they enlisted terrorists, some of whom were students, and infiltrated them, 
as well as arms and explosives, into the Gaza Strip. Among other things thousands 
of detonators and hundreds of brick-shaped explosives were introduced into the 
Gaza Strip. 





Fatah has managed to transfer some of the terrorists who were active in the Gaza 
Strip several times across the border, through the wadie south of al-'‘Arish. 
These organized in the Gaza Strip in emall eq ade of two to four members who 
made assassination attempts and committed te:corist acts. Rafiq Silmi, for 
example, one of the terrorist squade' leaders, who has recently been killed in 
the Gaza Strip, was aided by ‘ise comrades in this area of al-‘Arish. It is 
assumed that ine Fatah squads members used to go out for fresh air in secret 
hideouts in the al-'Arish area. There are also signs of ties between these 
squads and the Israeli underworld along the lines of drugs in return for means 
of war. 


The Egyptians have denied the Israeli claims that they do not take sufficient 
measures to prevent this Fatah activity from inside Egypt and from the border 
area. They promised to handle this problem and stationed a special police force 
on the border. The head of the Palestinian Department of the Egyptian military 
intelligence, Brigadier Samir Yusuf, who also participated in the autonomy talks 
and who kept in continual contact with the PLO leadership in Beirut, was relieved 
from his post recently. It is not yet clear whether his removal is connected to

AGREEMENT ON SINAI MULTINATIONAL FORCE ENVISAGED

|Report by David Landau, diplomatic correspondent: "Canada, Australia Will Prob- 
ably Join Sinai Peace-Keeping Force") 


[Excerpts] Foreign Minister Yitzhaq Shamir envisages possible agreement next week 
between Israel, Egypt and the U.S. on the multinational force for the Sinai. 
Shamir said yesterday that the three parties “will try perhaps to reach a draft 
agreement" at trilateral talks in Cairo's Mena Hotel next week. This would be 
followed by a signing ceremony “apparently in Washington, we don't know when." 


Israeli sources close to the drawn-out and complex negotiations are not quite as 
sanguine as Shamir about the prospect of wrapping up all the outstanding issues 

at the trilateral session in Cairo next week. But these sources entirely agreed 
with the chief American negotiator, Michael Sterner, who told newsmen in Jerusalem 
yesterday that he had “every expectation" that the multinational force would be 

in place and operational by next April--the date of Israel's final withdrawal from 
Sinai. 


Australia and Canada, it is reliably learned, will probably be among the states 


contributing troops to the force. “It's not completely finalized," high-level 
Israeli sources cautioned last night. 


These sources indicated there were grounds for hope that leading Third World 
countries would also send contingents. 


Sterner himself would onl ay that “not all the responses are in yet." 

The recruitment of other countries is understood to be a particularly delicate 
diplomatic task--because each country that is approached wants to know which 
other countries have agreed to take part. 

The Americans are hoping for six or seven contingents in the force in addition to 
their own. Some of these will be small logistic units, and the others full- 
fledged army battalions, on the pattern of the UN peace-keeping forces. 


israeli sources lay particular stress om the word maintenance which, they say, 
imposes a continuing and open-ended obligation on the U.S. to make sure that the 
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force remains in place and effective. If, therefore, one or more of the con- 
tributing states should decide to withdraw their contingents, it will be 
Washington's duty to find replacements from other countries. 


(The peace treaty, envisaging a UN peace-keeping force, dealt with this key ques- 
tion of the force's permanence by providing that it could be removed only by the 


Security Council or by the agreement of both Israel and Egypt.) 


Israeli sources said the multinational force, which is something of a novelty in 
international relations, would probably be created in the following way: 


~-Israel, Egypt and the U.S. will agree on a mandate for the force. Israel and 
Egypt will sign the agreement as parties and the U.S. (probably) as witness. 


--The mandate will include an explicit reference to the Israel-Egypt peace treaty, 
and specifically to military annex 1 which lays down the terms for demilitarized 
zones and limited-forces-zones between Israel and Egypt. 


--The head of the force, who is likely to be a ranking American civilian official, 
agreed upon by Israel and Egypt, will send out letters of invitation to a number 
of countries, on behalf of Israel and Egypt, asking them to contribute contingents. 


--This invitation would include a copy of the force's mandate. The contributing 
countries, by responding positively to the invitation, would in effect be under- 
taking to accept the mandate, and have their troops help to enforce the treaty 
and annex provisions. 


--The head of the force would remain in office as the political supremo while a 
military officer from one of the smaller contributing states was appointed force 
commander . 


--The contributing states would not enter into any legal relationship among them- 
selves. They would, however, each conclude “status of forces agreements" with 
Egypt and Israel spelling out the rights and privileges of their troops while 
engaged in their peace-keeping mission on the territories of Egypt and Israel. 


--In accordance with the military annex, the multinational force would comprise 
both forces and observers, with the observers policing the narrow limited-forces- 
zone (zone D) on the Israeli side of the international border. This would mean, 
according to Israeli sources, that there would be no permanent force encampments 
on Israeli territory; the observers would be bivouacked together with the main 
forces inside the Sinai. 


It was not known yesterday whether the multinational force is to have its own 
naval vessels to assist it in the task of “ensuring the freedom of navigation" 
through the Strait of Tiran (military anmex 1, article 6d). Observers believed 
that the force. would certainly be able to avail itself of American intelligence 
information as supplied by U.S. high-flying spy-planes and space satellites. 


U.S. negotfator Sterner ended two days of talks here yesterday. He said both 
Israel and Egypt were “proceeding in a very constructive spirit," and both of 
them “desire to proceed with these negotiations quite independently of regional 
deve lopments--whether in Lebanon or anywhere else."

NABULUS MAYOR PROMIS®S AID TO SAMARIANS

[Text] Nabulus, 17 May--Nabulus Mayor Bassam ash-Shak'ah has told «a delegation 
of Samarians in Nabulus that he had submitted the Samarians' development plans 
to those responsible for this matter in the Jordanian capital. He expressed the 
hope that the funds needed to implement the plans would be received in the near 
future. 


Ash-Shak'ah said that he regarded the Samarians as good citizens of his town and 
therefore he had taken their plans to the Jordanian Government with the aim of 
getting the funds needed to implement the plans as well as all other Nabulus 
municipal plans. 


Ash-Shak'ah explained to the Samarians that it was difficult for him to finance 
their plans from the municipality's budget because the deficit in the budget had 
now reached 600,000 Jordanian dinars, that is, about 18.5 million shekels. 
According to him, the Nabulus municipality does not benefit from the Israeli 
Government's budget and the municipality's revenue comes from contributions from 
Arab countries. He commented that these contributions were not sufficient to cover 
the needs of the local population. However, the mayor promised the delegation 
that the town's electricity system would be completed soon after the operation 
of a power station the municipality had purchased for $18 million. The Samarians 
would also benefit from this system because its establishment would also permit 
improvements in their quarters. 


He also promised to build e security wall along dangerous sections of a winding 
road leading to the top of Jabal at-Tur. He advised residents of at-Tur to build 
a water reservoir in their quarter on the mountain peak and promised that he 
would connect the houses to this reservoir with pipes and that he would see to 

it that the reservoir was filled with water every day. 


The Samarians also demanded the establishment of a new quarter for young couples 
from their sect.

STATISTICS FOR HOUSES IN WEST BANK DEMOLISHED BY ISRAELI FORCES

[Military correspondent's report: "An Increase in the Number of Houses in the 
Administered Territories Demolished by the Security Forces") 


{Text} In 1980 there was an increase in the number of houses in the territories 
which the security forces were forced to demolish as punishment actions against 
the background of terrorist activity hostile to Israel. Last year a total of 24 
dwellings and shops was demolished, and a further 7 houses were sealed off. The 
previous year--1978--eight houses were demolished and only two were destroyed. 
Between 1967 and 1981 a total of 1,259 houses in the territories were demolished 
as punishment action against hostile terrorist activity. 


Summing up the figures for last year it emerges that the main reason for the 
increase in the number of houses and buildings demolished was the terrorist 
action at the Haddassah Building in Hebron in which six Israelis were killed. 

As will be recalled, following this incident four shops above which the terrorists 
had set up a position were demolished. In addition to this, houses belonging to 
people who had collaborated with terrorists were also demolished in the village 
of (Adna), (Wadi Fukin), (Tall Tisir) and (Na'‘ jah). 


The statistics covering all the years since Israel seized the regions of Judaea 
and Samaria, the Gaza Strip and Sinai, show that, as mentioned earlier, a total 
of 1,252 [as published] houses was demolished. The year in which the number of 
demolitions was the highest was 1969, followed by 1971.

FUEL SUBSIDIZED AT $1 MILLION PER DAY 
TA221101 Tel Aviv YEDI'OT AHARONOT in Hebrew 22 May 81 pp 1, 3 


[Report by Yisra'el Tomer: "Fuel in Israel Subsidized at Rate of 10 Million 
Shekels per Day"] 


[Text] One million dollars (over 10 million shekels) per day is the size of the 
subsidy that the Finance Ministry is now paying out of its budget to subsidize 
the fuel being consumed in Israel, while the price of the various types of gaso- 
line is at the present level. The phenomenon of fuel being subsidized out of the 
state budget is new. While in the past the treasury did subsidize the heavy 
fuels used by industry, the subsidy was offset by a levy imposed on the price of 
gasoline and then transferred to a special equivalency fund [keren hashva' ah] 
which exists for this purpose in the treasury. 


Now, in view of the 3-month freeze on the price of gasoline and a moderate price 
rise in the preceding period, there has been a drastic reduction in the rate of 
the equivalency fund levy which is included in the price to the consumer. 

Whereas in the past the rate of the equivalency fund levy in the price of gaso- 
line was over 100 percent of the price, it is today just 30 percent of the price, 
and this is not enough to finance the subsidy given for the other types of fuel. 


Economists estimate thac in order to rebalance the equivalency fund, the price of 
gasoline to the consumer would have to be upped by at least 40 percent (that is, 
to make it 9.1 shekels per liter, instead of today's 6.5 shekele). There is no 
doubt that this increase will be imposed; the only question is when. In any 
event, the freezing of the price of gasoline at the present level (even with full 
linkage) will cost the treasury about $3 million per month. 


It was apparently these facts that deterred Finance Minister Yoram Aridor--who 
is today solely responsible for fixing the price of fuel, after the Energy 
Ministry was taken out of the picture--from implementing his plan to reduce the 
prices of gasoline prior to the elections, on the grounds that the prices of 
gasoline in the world had recently dropped.

BANK OF ISRAEL STATISTICS--In 1980 repayment of Israel's loans from abroad 
increased at a rate of 120.6 percent and totaled $4,278 billion. This emerges 
from a report published yesterday by the controller of foreign currency of the 
Bank of Israel. In contrast to this, the inhabitants of Israel received loans 
from abroad totaling $5.766 billion, a rise of 63.3 percent over 1979. The 
report also shows that deposits made by foreign residents in Israel in 1980 
totaled $3,468 billion, a rise of 28 percent in 1 year. In contrast to this, 
deposits made by citizens of Israel rose at a rate of only 3 percent and totaled 
$6.272 billion. Israel's total foreign currency debt increased in 1980 at a rate 
of 10 percent and totaled $17.063 billion. Long-term debts accounted for 74 per- 
cent of the total.

AIRCRAFT INDUSTRIES PROFITABILITY--The Israel aircraft industries have experi- 
enced a sharp decline in profitability in the last 2 years mainly because of 
worse trade conditions and old payment arrangements with the Defense Ministry. 
These led to a steep rise in financing costs and a drop in profitability. Thus 
the 1979-80 balance shows a net profit of 265 million Israeli pounds, a drop 
from 304 million pounds the previous year. The net profit dropped to 1.5 percent 
or 17.5 billion pounds--compared with about 3.5 percent in the 1978-79 period. 
This decline is attributed to increased research and development expenses, which 
grew from 581 billion pounds to 1.35 billion [figures as given]. The aircraft 
industries have been instructed to avoid publishing official statements on the 
deals it has contracted because the chairman of the board of directors, Yisra'el 
Sakharov, believes this might be harmful to the concern.

A RECENT IRAQI request for a $6bn 
loan from Saudi Arabia and Kuwait 
iltustrates one of the many fictions ** »ut 
Middle Eastern politics that have Jen 
exposed by the Gulf war. 

The Kuwaitis and the Iraqis, so the story 
went, were supposed to be sworn enemies. 
After all, successive Baghdad governments 
had lard claim to the arid but oil-rich lands 
of northwestern Kuwait. However, when 
Iranian planes knocked out the huge [raqi 
oil terminals in the Gulf, Kuwait and Saudi 
\rubia quietly agreed to supply Iraq's 
tients with crude for the duration of the 
cothet, with Kuwait handling Eastern 
turopean and socialist countries, and Saudi 
\rabia the remainder. 

Now Kuwait and Saudi Arabia have 
wrced to lend the shell-shocked Iraqis 
yobn. interest-free, for a number of 
ambitious industrial projects as well as 
mayor reconstruction work. Saudi Arabia is 
supplying $4bn and Kuwait is bankrolling 
the remainder. This puts paid to another 
incorrect forecast: that the Iraqis would 
never dare to rebuild their bombed 
refineries. pipelines and factories while 
iran’s jet fighters were still active. 

Not only are the Iraqis now bargaining 
with Japanese companies for sufficient steel 
to repaw hundreds of kilometres of 
devastated pipeline, they are also installing 
five recently acquired French tanker 
moormg buoys in the Gulf. The buoys, 
which together can load 3.5m b/d, will be 
operational by July. According to one US 
petroleum analyst recently back from 
Bavhdad. with these single buoy tanker 
moorings, plus the crude from its two 
Mediterranean pipelines, Iraqi oil exports 
may reach pre-war levels by November 
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Last winter, crude sales from these two 
Opec giants virtually ceased, and petroleum 
analysts at the time forecast a world oil 
supply crisis similar to that following the 
Shah sowerthro «in 1979 when Iran's crude 
output plummetted from 6m b/d to 2.7m 
b/d. However, the Gulf war demonstrated 
that Opec’s produc’ on capacity is flexible 
enough 'o cover a inajor market upset. 

One prediction that did ¢ rove correct was 
that European, Japanese and American 
businessmen stand to make fortunes from 
the Gulf war. In March, the Baghdad 
government awarded contracts worth a 
total of $847m to foreign companies for 
new highways, a foundry, trucks, and a 
sophisticated telecommunications system. 
Another spin-off from the conflict for 
Western nations has been the increase in 
arms sales to Middle Eastern countries 
bordering the war zone. 

The Gulf war did not result in the 
mghtmarish scenario of American and 
Soviet warships shooting it out mside the 
Straniof Hormus Nevertheless. Iscuel was 
able to make valuable currency from the 
conflict. Israeli lobbyists in Washington, in 
the words of one Capitol Hill observer, 
were able ‘to strengthen their case that 
Israel is the US's most reliable ally in the 
Middle East. They could point to the Gulf 
conflict and say that solving the Palestinian 
problem would not necessarily guarantee 
the oil states’ stability’. 

The stability of the regimes in Baghdad 
and Tehran, and their ability to weather @ 
prolonged war, was also questioned by 
armchair political analysts when the 
hostilities started last September.
